four and a girl two years of age, survive 
him. 


On Monday afternoon occurred the 
last club meeting of the old year and 
it was quite appropriately given over 
to “Old California,” and the history 
given and the stories' told were con¬ 
cerning the early settlements of this 
state. 

A pleasing feature of the the program 
was the Spanish songs rendered by a 
little Spanish lass. Miss Rosie Ayala, 
accompanied on the guitar by her 
mother, Mrs. Felicitas Ayala. 

Prof. J. M. Guinn, the noted historian 
and archeologist of Old California and 
Mexico, was the speaker for the after¬ 
noon and chose for his subject, “Cali¬ 
fornia Under the Rule of Spain and 
Mexico.” His lecture was interesting, 
abounding in historical facts and pleas¬ 
ing comment. He said in part “Cali¬ 
fornia, generally speaking, is regarded 
as a new country and our Eastern 
friends arc accustomed to refer to it as 
‘Out West,’ a term significant of recent 
settlement, yet in point of discovery 
and settlement California ranks among 
I the first made on the North American 
continent, its discovery by Cabrillo be- 
fifty years almost to a day after the dis¬ 
covery of the new world by Columbus. 

“Our easy victory over the Spaniards 
in our recent war with them, has bred 
in us a feeling little short of contempt 
for the Spanish soldier, yet there was a 
time when the Spaniards were the most 
adventurous and the bravest of tlie 
nitions of Europe. 

“A hundred years before our Pilgrim 
Fathers landed on Plymouth Rock, 
Spain had flourishing colonies in 
America, while the English and French 
were cautiously feeling their way along 
the Atlantic coast of North America 
and taking possession of a few bays and 
harbors, the Spaniards had possessed 
themselves of all the South American 
continent and more than one-third of 
the habitable portion of the North 
American. 

' “The scheme for the occupation and 
colonization of California was to be 
; jointly the work of the church and 
i state—of the cross and sword. The 
I state was to send its soldiers to protect 
I the missionaries, while engaged in the 
5 work of conversion and to punish the 
r natives when they rebelled. 

“The first misson was established in 
' 1769 a chain of twenty missions ex- 
1 tended to San Francisco. Into these 
i missions the coast Indians were 
gathered, either by persuasion or by 
- force they were taught the religious ob- 
ggj-Yances of the Catholic church and 
^ were taught to labor. But little or no 
attempt was made to educate them and 
il they were as ignorant of book learning 


*• i as were their ancestors.

It is estimated that bondholders will 
receive nearly $200,000,000 within the 
next day or two, the sum representing 
the end of the year interest and 
dividend disbursements of the great 
corporations.
